Cattle Rates to 
Japan Reduced 


As a result of negotiatfons car- 
ried on by the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the rate per 
head on cattle from Alberta t 
Japan thas now been reduced to 
$37.50.

Southwestern Ontario 

Few persons have the opportunity 
or the tine to study Canade as this 
country descrves, Visitors have been 
heard to say they did not know we had 
such universally favorable weather 
conditions or such a variety of clim- 
fate; even our own people are large- 
ly unfamiliar with many of its most 
interesting features. For instance, 
in Southwestern Ontario, south of a 
line running from Toronto to Goderich 
we have what is known as the Caro- 
linian zone, so-called on account of 
the similarity of the vegetation with 
that of the Southern Atlantic States. 
In this area are many farms of vege- 
tation that occur nowhere else in Can- 
ada. It is known as the frult belt, 
and it Is fully settled and intensively 


farmed. The few remaining trees are 
characteristic of the original forest 
such as sycamore, chestnut, black 


walnut and certain species of oak and 
hickory. 

Among the plants which are pecu- 
liar to certain Jocalities in this area 
are sassafras, red mulberry, tulip 
trees, flowering dogwood and others. 
There are over 100 varieties of her- 
baceous vegetation growing in this 
Carolinian zone that grow nowhere 
else in Canada, but many of these are 
now practically eradicated by cultiva- 
tion. es

Provincial Work For 
‘Unemployed 


Active measures to deal with 
unemployment have been taken by 
the Alberta Government during 
the past month. As far as pos- 
sible various public works in the 
Province have been kept under 
way, providing for the unemploy- 
ment of several humtred men. 

Tn a statement to the press, Hon. 
‘Alex, Ross, Minister of Public 
Works, outlined this week the 
work which the Government has 
ander way. ‘A total of 110 men 
are now employed on bridge work 
throughout the province. and a 
similar number are employed on 
graveling as weather permits. Con- 
tracte have been let for 75,000 feet 
of piling. Of this quantity about 
60 per cenit. will be creosoted. 2 
hew departure, which sill add life 
to the timber. The same is being 
done with a large propértion of 
culverts, which will now be buil’ 
of native timber and  creosoted. 
Orders have been placed for a mil- 
fiom feet of timber for bridges. and 
orders for anctther million feet will 
tbe placed shortly.
